The Insular Government was unwilling 
to.yicld to the Filipinos’ demnnd for 
retrenchment in public exponditure, but it 
was politic to appeaso temporarily tha 
popular clamour. To this end the Govorn- 
ment appointed » Committes of. Economy 
for the ostensible purpose of inquiring into 
tho working of tho dopartmenta.and sup- 
pressing all dispensable omployments, Tho 
result was that many of those who wore 
nominally dismissed from public Service 
pending the agitation word reinstated or 
given other employments as-soon as it 
abated.” Inthe position taken up hy the 
respective partios there was nothing to 
show that tho ono was guided by patriotic 
motive or thie other by anxiety for tho well- 
being of the people, The Filipinos in 
Government eniployment had nothing to 
say about economy, their only complaint 
being that Arnericans: received higher 
salaries than they did, whilst thosp out of 
offices to which it was hopeless for thom to 
aspiro envied the Americans who occupicd 
them. In ofiieial” spheres retrenchment 
was not to be seriously’ entertained. 
Every new scheme entailed the giving 
out of valuable contracts or the allut- 
ment of salarics to Americans whose 
good will was a wora) gupport to -the 
membors of the Insular Government, ‘Tho 
task of the Government is indeed a most 
difficult and delicate one, and needs much 
tact to steer safely Urough adverse ériticism 
in the United States aud local discontent. 
Tho offerts of each Governor-General to 
create a feeling of sympathy between the 
ruling class and tho natives is largely 
thwarted by race prejudice, which finds, 
expression in American society throughout 
the islands, but particularly in Manila. The 
constant gibes of the unofti 
the sensitive native a feeling of bitter resent- 
ment which never dies ; at the eloso of the 
Spanish rule the same thing'led toa fierce 
requital which tho resident of to-day should 
not forget. The “‘benovolent assimilation,” 
which was tho noble dosire af tho lute Mr 
McKinley, sill bo reduced toa mere theory 
unless the executors of his policy strive 
loyally for its accomplishment. 


A curious feature in this tuitionary 
Governmont ix its own constitution. One 
can rendily understand the appointment of 
a Civil Commission to inquire into the 
conditions of the archipelago, its people, 
resources, customs nnd laws with tho view 
of providing approprinte legislation Lo be 
thenceforth carried on by the Philippine 
Commission asa legislative hody, But that, 
the Civil Commission, after having made 
its report, should continue as a governing 
body seems to be an exp nsive anmnaly, 
The Philippine majority, like many other 
Asiaties, understand fur better a one-man 
rule than goverument by a number of men. 
They would be much more contentedly 
amenable to the supremo chief whom they 
could look np to as their temporary ruler 
than tw a divided authority. Every law 
passed by the Philippine Commission 
should be promulgated by him, as sole 
representative of the sovereign State, and 
all subordinate officialy should he hound 
not to discuss polities at public, meetings. 
This supreme head should stand alonoas the 
public authority with the departmental 
chiefs as an advisory board. He shonld be 
experienced in administration, of un- 
impoachable integrity and sound tact. 
Porhaps it would be ditticult to find a man 
more eminently fitted for this post than 
Major-General Lowanrd Wood. 

The position of thes foreign merehunts 
and their interests in tho islands is becom- 
ing more and more critical aa wo approach 
the end of the ten yeurs' agseoment mado 
betweon the United States and Spain con- 
cerning the trade of the archipolage. Art. 
IV. of the Treaty of Peace (Paris, 1898, 
ratification exchanged April 1899) reads 
thus :— 

The United States will, for the term of 
ten years from the date of the chango of the} 
ratifications of the present treaty, admit 
Spanish ships and merchadize to tho 
ports of the Philippine Islands on tho 
same terihs as ships and merchandize of the 
United States, 

Under the ‘most. invoured uation” 
clause of commercinl-treaties with tho Unit. 
ed States there is thorefore at present an 
equal customs tariff for all in tho islands. 
Ta less than twe years’ timo—April

in. a position to monopolise the trade

with other legislation ‘under consideration, 
bids fair .to abolish the “open door’

Should the customs dutiés abolition 
amendtuent be adopted, ns it is oxpected, it 
Nill bo followed by the proposal that, from 
un date subsequent to April 1909, American 
manufacturers should have a preferential 
Philippine customs tarith. If put to the 
eredulous Filipinos in sufficiently flowery 
language, ax n fair quid pro quo for the boon 
of free entry in tho United States, thare is 
little doubt that they will vociferously 
applaud it without reflection’or inquiry into 
tho consequences, The offect would bo 
that by «ndergolling tho  foreigne! 
in fll those goods which Amerie 
could supply,” the foreigners would bo 
deprived Of 2 very considerable portion of 
their import trade, unless they became 
practically Atberican houses- and: bought 
their goods in Amorica. “Having brokew 
up the tmde in certain articles at present’ 
impurted from Europo, thd Amoricans 
could demand any prico they chose for 
similar articles which Amotica would then 
supply. f 

Un October 20th, 1906,-tho American 
Chamber of Commerce at Manila issued 
acircukw to thé manufacturers and mer- 
chants of the United States'in which tho] 
following pussuges occur, indicative of 
their eagerness for monopoly :— * 

It is safe to assume that with free access 
to this market, the United States, since 
the year 1898, would have furnished 
of the manufactured articles consup ed shy 
the people here. : 

There will be created in ‘the markets of 
tho Philippines alone, ‘an annual commerce 
af gné Mndeod millions of dollars: which 
will bolong and will come w the oyanu- 
facturers of the United States. 

England has her base in Hongkong. . . 
. Tho- United States will have her base in 
Manila, and it ix from this point that her

In oxports tho chief article is hemp, on 
which the shipper, to any place other than 
America, bas (o pay a tax of thirty shillings 
per ton, If in addition.to this-monopoly 
impost the American shipowners should 
form a ‘‘trust," as they probably would, 
ani] demand monopoly froights from foreign 
shippors to America, it would be a sovere 
blow to tho foreign export trade. ‘Tho 
now Shipping Law will abolish tho trade 
in Monila hemp.hetween Europe and Amer- 
jen, There are no available data as to the 
presont value of British interests in the 
Philippines, but elovon years ago it was 
computed at about £40,000,000, including 
goodwill. 

In theory the Free Trade scheme would 
enable tho Filipivod| to obtain somewhat 
better prices for their’ sugar and tobneco, 
so long as there were European competing 
shippers to buy thoso staples, In practice, 
after the cxit of the foroigners, all tho 
extra profit and very much more would 
devolve to the American importer, and the 
natives would’ have all the obvious dis- 
advantages, of trade without competition. 
To what oxtent the welfaro of the people 
is subordinate to Amorican trade interosts 
may be inferred from the following 
example of legislation, For years 
past the British Manila merchants had 
supplied to tho natives a very cheap 
kind of cotton cloth which exactly 
their nocds and their pockets. 
Tt was known as “splits,” thut is to 
say, woven with two selvages and then 


suited

the- Philippine customs tariff in 1005 tho 


duty on ‘Saplits”” was raised, but still the’ 


British kept tho market, Therefore, in 
order to oust tho foreigner in this lino of 
business, a law was hurriedly passed on

100 per cent. on “splits.” As no previous 
notice had been. given to'tho traders, the 
British wero unable to countermand their 
ordors in Europe, and ‘the arrivals of this 
article had cither to be realised at u loss to 
the importers, or sold at a considerably 
increased price to tho poorest class of 
native. The express purpose of this 
measure was to onuble.the American’
